RESOLUTION 

New Delhi, the-2?th Ltunltr, 1995 

F.No.l 3(24)/95-SSI(P).—An elabrratc set of poli¬ 
cies, programmes and institutions Ins evolved over 
the past four decades for prevding government 
support for-the promotion cf small industries in 
India. The Government have, n the meantime 
imp’emented a programme cf rconom'c. reformat 
including industrial ard trade pc Icy reforms whose 
object ves lave been to elimir.ate bureaucrat e control 
and protectionist measures, allow greater play to the 
market forces in shaping entrcpimcurial decision¬ 
making and promote competition. Globalisation 
and change in technology are also emerging as they 
major forces that will modify and mould the environ/ 
meat for small business and cntrcprctw|uKlup ©vg j 
the next decadj^aedt-beyend. SmsTTT&teirprisc-s in 
many branches of the sarvic© sector, are fast emend 
gt'ng as provider of erapt f ymcrytmcj fc on tributors 
to cxport-h-d' d4>vJopm( rt v, hich ne cefsitgtes. reconsi¬ 
deration of th„ view tha t the p< l e t* fo r small .erter- 
prise development shcrld concentrate ct the manu¬ 
facturing sector. It is, ti.us, nrcersaty to adorer* 
the need for n forms in tin erJstirr pol'ccs rr 
design new policies for small red medium crt«4 
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prises (SME) development which will facilitate the 
growth of viable and efficient enterprises that can 
adjust to teclnolcgical change and remain inter¬ 
nationally competitive. 

It has, therefore, been decided to constitute an 
“ExptU Committee cn Small Enterprises” which will 
go into the Si issues in cU pth end make its rccommen- 
datiens to the Goveirmcnt. The Committee will 
consist cf the following:—

The terms of reference of the Committee will be 
as follows:— 

(i) To examine the promotional end protective 
policks and diiect assistance programmes 
for small industry development, asses# their 
impact and efficacy and in the light of inter¬ 
national experience and recent economic 
policy r f rms, suggest appropriate changes 


with the objective of creating an efficient, 
viable and dynamic small enterprise sector 
in the Indian economy. 

(ii) To review the definitions, legal fiamtwork 
and the heterogenous composition of the 
small industry sector and make recommen¬ 
dations for bringing about changes as may 
be appropriate for the iealkat.cn of the 
objectives outlined abovi,, erd m paititular 
advise if the different segments of the small 
firms (such as village industries End modern 
small industries) may be covered by the 
same policy package or separate sets of 
policies may lx pit scribed keeping m view 
their different characteristics and require¬ 
ments. 

(iii) To examine the efficacy and desirabil.ty of 
the small industry reservation policy, 
assess its impact on the growth of small 
enterprises fiom the point of v.ew of viabi¬ 
lity, efficiency, competitiveness and exposure 
to techmeal cLango and prcgiess and make 
appropriate recommendations. 

(iv) To advise, in the light of international ex¬ 
perience, if «.he small enteipr se development 
policies should be lestiined to the manu¬ 
facturing sector or these should also cover 
small enterprises in the business and service 
activities. 

(v) To examine the present arrrngements and 
sources for the collection, compilation, 
dissemination and analysis cf the c,ata on 
small enterprises w.th a view to assessing 
their quality, consistency and reliability 
and make appropriate recommendations, 

(vi) To review the present institutional anange- 
ments for the tiansfer and. dissemination of 
technological and technical lnfoimiiticn to 
small and medium enterprises (SMjis), assess 
the quality of the available advisoiy and 
extension services, examine the necessity 
and possibility of p/lacing these more and 
more in non-govcrnmcntal organisations and 
private service (tcnsultaney) sector and make 
appropriate recommendations. 

(vi)i To examine the existing institut.onal arrange¬ 
ment and the polities and pregrammes for 
me-ting the long term and short-term finan¬ 
cial requirements of the small enterprises 
examine their effectiveness, pa licularty in 
meeting thr feqjremjnts of the innovative 
,md technology-oriented firms and the first- 
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generation entrepreneurs and in the light of 
the practices followed and instruments adop¬ 
ted in other successful economies, make 
appropriate recommendations. 


enterprises to meet various requirements 
under these laws and procedures and make 
appropriate recommendations. 


fviii) To v ; e\v the impact of various fiscal policies 
and tax concessions on small enterprise 
development, examine their role in enabling 
the small firms to exploit tlieir potential and 
grow into medium/large enterprises and make 
suitable recommendations. 

fix) To examine the impact of various regula¬ 
tory law's and procedures such as the labour 
Jaws, the Factories Act, the Industrial Dis¬ 
putes Act and the Environment Protective 
Act on the small firms and the ability of these 


(x) To consider and make rocommondationa on 
such other matters as the Committee Consi¬ 
ders relevant for small enterprise develop¬ 
ment including changes in legislation Where 
necessary. 

The Committee will adopt its own procedure of 
work and may tako evidence from any interested 
party, os deemed proper. It. should submit its re¬ 
port to the^Govcrnment within three'months;
